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34. (Twice Amended) A method of treating a tumor necrosis 
factor-related disease in a subject in need thereof 
comprising administering to the subject a tumor necrosis 
factor-inhibiting amount of a receptor molecule encoded by 
the DNA of Claim 28. 



35. (Twice Amended) The method of Claim 34, wherein the tumor 
necrosis factor-related disease is selected from the group 
consisting of: an autoimmune disease, an inflammatory bowel 
disease, a bacterial infection, a viral infection, a parasitic 
infection, a malignancy, and a neurodegenerative disease. 

36. (Twice Amended) The method of Claim 35, wherein the tumor 
necrosis factor-related disease is selected from the group 
consisting of: rheumatoid arthritis, septic shock, cerebral 
malaria, inflammatory bowel disease, multiple sclerosis, 
allograft rejection, host versus graft disease, neoplastic 
pathology and endotoxemic response. 

37. (Twice Amended) The method of Claim 34, wherein the tumor 
necrosis factor-related disease is rheumatoid arthritis.
